the way they have acted in regard to im- 
ation. The importance of the subject 
ht to be pretty generally understood. It 
ds no eloquence to show thata great por- 
of the State is unimproved and needs im- 
ement. Yet the fact is that except within 
last couple of years very little has been 
ne to put before the people the benefits 

‘Missouri. as a place of settlement. 
e absence ot effective measures to promote 

immigration to the State became apparent to 

he business men of St. Louis. A coupie oft 
ears azo, in the fall of 1879, a meeting of 
prominent citizens was called for the purpose 


of taking steps in this matter. As Aa 
final result, the Missouri Immigra- 
tion Society was formed six months 


later, and has been doing very good work 
At the time that this society was 


ever since. 

formed there were three other institutions 
connected with immigration matters in the 
city. but none of thesa made a feature of ad. 
yertising the staufe or letting its 
resources be known. abroad, The best 
known was the State Board of Immigration, 
which bas its headquarters on Olive street, 
near Tenth. “This board has been hampered 
by tue Legislature to such an extent that its 
efficiency has been well-nigh destroyed. The 
money necessary to do anything for the cause 
basnever been given and the result is that the 
pittance that has been aliowea bas been al- 
most a8 bad as useless. 

Toe German Emigrant Aid Soctety and the 
Mullanpny Board have done good work in car- 
ing for emigrants after they have arrived here, 
andthe werk will be mentioned turther on. 

TILE MISSOURI IMMIGRATION SOCIETY 
wad the outgrowth of the convention 
held. at Mereantile Library Hall on April 
Mth, Js8). The representation on the floor 
of the couvention was 449 delegates, coming 


trom every county in the State except five. 
Sportiy after adjournment it was decided that 
a permanent society should be kept up, and 
the plan has been carried out. Mr. Thomas 


WwW. Fiteh became president of the society 
and Morrison Renshaw secretary. <A hand- 
book of Missouri was issued, containing a 
complete description of the State, and this 
wascirculated in a judicious manner, which 
has resulted in much good. Up to January, 
Issi; the field of European imuiigra- 
tion bad been neglected. Money was 
needed for the publication of the 
filand-book and other purposes. The only 


feusivie scheme for raising the requisite aid 
seemed to be an appeal to the Leyislature. 
Rhilis were accordinyly introduced calling for 
the expenditure of $30,(00—$20,000 for the pub

The opject was a good one. The aid asked for 
was much more necessary than the extra ses- 
cio just called. and which willcost at least 
$70,000.

Of course this Enocked the plan of work in 
kurope out ottime. Yet this was the fneld 
to be worked upon, and the society, under 
Mr. Fitch’s management, resolved todo some- 
thing towards reaching it. Money was se- 
cured, 10,000 copies. of the Hund-book were 
published in Gerinan, and a 
competent European agent was secured 
aud sent across the water to-see them properiyv 
distributed and represent Missouri asa home 
for immigrants. The agent arrived in ku- 
rope in April of last year. He encountered 
much difficulty in even getting a hearing for 


Missouri. O'd and well established 
agencies ot more enterprising 
States held possession - of the  fisid. 


All through Europe, far Western Kansas 

was heralded asagarden of the gods, where 
everything required to make the immigrant 
wealthy, Lealthy and wise could: be found in 
protusion. Texas was heralded everywhere as 

he proper place to seek. Arkansas, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota and other places had been 
thoroughly and beautifully advertised, but 
scarcely anybody had‘heard of Missouri. 

LveryWhere the agent mentioned this State 
he was looked at with astonisnment. Mis- 
souri was a new name-to most Europeans 
who were thinking of emigrating, and the 
statement was frequently made tiat if the 
State was a place worth going to, it would 
have been heard from before. After consid- 
erable diflicuity, the agent at last got a foot- 
hold and he is now well fixed with 
headquarters at London, which are in direct 
connection with Bremen, Hamourg, Paris 
ana other places. Of course, it could not be 
expected that Missouri’s sbare of Europeon 
immigration could be very large yet, at least 
that part of it obtained through the Missouri 
Immigration Society, but the agent is reported 
by the officers as doing good work 
and the effect will be felt betore another year 
has passed. The State is being advertised 
and talked about abroad at a very great rate. 
Other places not neaf® so deserving have been 
heralded and foreigners have even passed 
through this city on their way to these States, 
not knowing anything of the territory through 
which they were passing. 
IN MANY CASES, 

especially in the case of the Kansas settlers, 
the new comers have been woefully disappoint- 
ed, and bave sent back such accounts of their 
surroundings to their friends thatthe tide of 
immigration has been much checked by them. 
Aithough there is no need of 
¢xaggerating the merits of Missouri, 
yet the people are wont to believe their triends’ 
reports before anything, and it is extremely 
hard to remove the bad impression caused by 
those who bave gone to other parts of the 
Union and have not fourd things as they. 
were represented to be. The society is 
doing 4 large and good work. 
Its correspondence is very large 
an the number of the Hand-Books distributed 
andthe constant and numerous § inquiries 
about the different counties snow that :mmi- 
grants are being reached and influenced. 
Secretary Renshaw is of the opinion that for 
the last several months an average of 600 per- 
s0ns,manyof themheads of families have come 
into the State each month,takiny into consid - 
eration all ports of entiy. 

Other gentlemen who were spoken to thought 
this too large an estimate. The society ex- 
pended just $16,000 during the year just past, 
and is pushing the European department with 
a& Vigor that must bring large accessions 
to the population from a ciass thatis likely to 
build up the State. 

The State Board of Immigration is a good 
example of how backward the legislators are 
in fostering immigration. It has been in exist. 
ence Many years and has done considerable 
work, all things considered. It bas been con- 
siderably hampered and its usefuluess alimest 
destroyed by the miserly and  beg- 

arly action ot the Legislature. 

thas not, for a long time, had money enough 

to Carry on any work of importance, and the 
officers have had no chance to demonstrate 
What they coulé do. For instance, at the last 
session of the Legislature $20,000 was yoted for 
immigration use, $15,000 of which was to 
used to print 60,000 hand books 

and the remaining {6,000 to support the State 
Board fer two vears. Now the salaries of Sec- 
retary McKinley and the employes necessary 
to manage the office foot $1,800 per annum, 
The office rent is $300.a year Witaont count- 
auy other incidentus capenses, 


these two items toot up $2,100 aga | 
a balance of $400 a yearto run the office an 
pay allitems of expenditure. What can be 
done with this sum? Under the resolution of 
the Legislature the board got 30,000 copies of 
the Hand-book, half the number printed. 
The gift was simply a white elephant. The 
Hr along on the documents would 

e $2,100, and if the board wished to distribute 
them all within the two years it would have just 
$800 to do so with, in addition to meeting other 
necessary Dbilis. Of course this would be 
impossible. The result is that most 
of the 30,000 books are stacked up in the office 
of the society, and are practically of no use. 
Occasionally one is sent out, but with only 
$100 a year to run on, the office has to be very 
economical, even about postage stamps. 
Peopie who come in to ask . for them 
can get as many as they wish. 
A good number of them have been distributed 
by the aid of the railroads, who use the books 
to advertise lands which these corporations 
have for sale in various counties. But for this 
assistance very few of them would ever have 
reached useful destinations. The policy of the 
law-makers towards the board has been such 
that its powerfor good has been curtatled al- 
most to nothing. The Legislature seems to 
keep itin existence aS an argument to rebut 
the tauntthat nothing has been done or is 
being done to lead immigrants toward Mis- 
souri. The gift of the Hand. books looked 
like a lavish display of generogity, but 
it will be seen that, for all 
intents and urposes, they are about as 
useful as a spoiled set of Congressional docu- 
ments. 

NONE OF THEM 

are in any language but English, which adds 
to the uselessness of the gift. The Missouri 
Immigration Society has printed its copies for 
European distribution in German, and cir- 
culates the volumes with its own means. 
The State Board can do nothing. 
The latterisa bad case of figurehead, a vic- 
tim ot the bunghole and spigot policy of the 
law givers, who are very Javish ot money for 
less worthy purposes. Itis not much wonder, 
when other States advertise largely, and 
when Missouri, until lately, has been entirely 
negiected, thatthe growth of the State runs 
away behind others which are not halt as much 
favorea with natural advantages. 

It is very dificult to see why it takes a salary 
and rent roll of $2,100 per year to handle and 
manage $i00. The board makes a report to the 
Legis ature only once in two years, never col- 
lects statistics, and, in fact, does not do much 
because it has not the money to do it with. 

Tbe two other institutions mentioned deal on- 
lyintheimmigrants after they have arrived 
here, and nake no pretensions tu solicit im- 
migrants from abroad. 

THE GERMAN IMMIGRANT AID SOCIETY, 

as the uame impiies, devoies 

energies to the German incomers. 
It is composed of 250 of the wealthiest and best 
known citizens, and does a good work. Wm. 
Vogel, the secretary and agent, in addition to 
his oflice duties, attends at the Union Depot 
every day, sees to the comfort of immigrants, 


arranges about their transportation and 
baggeze and proyides for the wants 
of those who are actually in_ need, 


He has kepta list ot the number of immi- 
grants arriving atthe Union Depot, and for 
the last eight months it ends as follows:

meals, transportation, etc. Mr. Wegman, the 
agent, also Visits the depot eve- 
ry dav at the time the trains come in, 
but of course the board knows little 
of any class of immigration, except among 
those who are destitute. The secretary’s re- 
port for the last six months shows that assist- 
ance was rendered the last six months to 2383 
immigrants and 3ls travelers; total601. Trans- 
portation was furnished to 355. The destina- 
tion of the people assisted was as follows: 
Missouri 3%, Kansas25, Arkansas40, TexasS80, 
Colorado 1s, California 9, lowas8s, Nebraska 4, 
Minnesota 7, New Mexico 2, Dakota 5. Mr. 
Wegman said that as faras hecould ascer- 
tain the bulk of ail the immigrant travel going 
through the Union Depot was bound for Texas.

It will be clearly seen that Missouriis not get- 
ting by any means her share of immigration, 
because the matter has been shameu:ully neg- 
lected. It will be further seenthat much of 
what has been done in this direction has come 
from private sources, and thatthe Legislature 
has entirely slighted this important matter.

New YORK, March 27.--ihe tragic death 
of the pretty little girl who fell under oue of 
the cars of the elevated rgilroad, together 
with the many accidents which have eccurred 
within the last few days, have called renewed 
attention to the perils of our elevated railroad 
system. The details of that littie girl’s death 
are too sbockingly repulsive to admit even of 
mention; but imagine her father, a poor crip- 
ple, who had a few minutes before been lead- 
ing the laughing, merry child up to the train 
which came thundering along, finding her 


mutilated remains picked up in the street” 


below and saved in a coarse bag! It is a sick- 
ening case of railway murder, and yet the 
company, under the New York State law, can- 
not be mulcted in more than $5,000.’ If you 
lose a toe you may recover $25,000 from a vin- 
dictively inclined jury, and verdicts of this 
magnitude are sometimes given; ut if you 
die from the outrageous neglect or criminality 
of any railroad corporation, ali that your 
widow and orphans can recover is $5,000. 
Bat our railroads are above the 
law; indeed, they practically are the law- 


making power. Why does the Legisiature 
not create a law compelling the elevated rail- 
roads to put upiron railings along the edge of 
the station piatforms, which should be rigor- 
ously closed before the trains begin to move 
on? Simply because the elevated railroads 
would regard these safeguurds as too expen- 
sive, and would find it cheaper to throttle any 
billin this direction by a judicious expendai- 
ture of money. 
JAY GOULD AFTER THE TAX-PAYERS’ MONEY. 
Ever since Jay Gould has become the ieading 
spirit in the elevated railroads their manaze- 
ment has been characterized by the same tea- 
tures which, to judge from the reports 
ot the POST-DISPATCH, herve been adopted 
with reference to his Wabash and other 
roads. Employes are discharged, or their 
wages are reduced to the lowest possible 
point, and everything is done to make a big 
showing for the stockholders, s0 as to boom 
the Manhattan ‘‘water,’’ of which your read 
ers have no doubt heard a good deal. The 
Herald has adonea great public service by 
calling the attention of the public to Jay 
Gould’s little scheme to cheat the tax-payers 
of a million and a half dollars of. taxes due by 
the elevated roads for the past three years. 
A bill for the ‘‘relief’’ of the elevated railroads 
bas been introduced ir Albany, and the Herald 


itself admits that, unfortunately, 
but scant hope remains of the 
defeat of the measure. Jay Gould 


can well afford tospend half amillion on the 
passage of the bill, for by relieving tbe elevat- 
ed railroads of the past due taxes a new meth. 
od of assessments will be introduced which 
will save them several hundred thousand dol- 
lars per annum.On such a prospect Manhattan 
stock can be ‘‘boomed’’ to par, so that Jay 
Gouid can unload upon the ‘‘dear public’’ 
with a profit of several millions.

JUMBO’S EXPECTED ARRIVAL. 

We are going to enjoy a great sensation in 
the arrival naxt week of 
elephant from the London Zoo. The perfect 
outpour of gush in Engiand over the depart- 
ure of their beloved Jumbo—only equaled by 
that other equally ridiculous epidemic of gush 
about Queen Victoria and her deliverance 
from an attentat which was an abortion from 
the start and really no attempt at assassina. 
tion worth calling by the name—has invested 
Jumbo with a peculiar glamour, with an 
individuality of hisown. He towers as much 
in importance over the other elephants which 
keep on re in the estimation of the pub. 
lic mind,as the Prince of Wales or Grand Duke 
Alexis ranks asa ‘‘distinguished arrival’’ 
above an English Mormon or a Russian Menno- 
nite. All the newspapers will no. doubt send 
their ‘*crack’’ humorous and de- 
scriptive reporters to Quarantine to intercept 
the elephant an hour and a halr betore he is 
landed at fhe dock, in order to obtain all the 
funny and interesting particulars of the ele- 
phant’s trip, how he behaved himself, how he 
endured sea sickness, etc. The Quarantine is 
the outpost of the Health Doctor appointed by 
the State to inspect incoming steamers and 
sailing vessels and to satisfy himself that 
there is noinfectious disease on board. The 
office is worth from $50,000 to $75,000 per annum 
in fees, though certain unscrupulous Health 
Doctors have wade as much as $100,000 per 
annum outofit. itisthe invariable custom 
here for the newspapers to send reporters to 


the Quarantine, which is in the 
lower bay, whenever n prominent 
arrival is expected. The advantages 


of this practice are obvious. It takes the’ 
European steamer an hour and a half to reach 
her dock from the Quarantine, and thus, by 
boarding the ship with the Doctor when he 
goes out in his boat, the interviewer bags his 
game without fail, while, if he waited at the 
dock, Custom-house officers, expectant friends 
and relatives and others might dispute the re- 
porter’s prey with him. Jumbo, if he could 
only be interviewed, would no doubt tell a 
very entertaining story about ‘‘What I Know 
About Being Sea-sick,’’ but inthis case the 
Quarantine interviews, which are de rigueur in 
the case of every distinguished arrival, will have 
to be imaginary. That, however, might not 
prevent their being equally effective. It was

No man in Great 
Britain has those qualities which Americans 
most admire, masculine vigor, originality, 
freedom from the shackles of conventionality, 
dash and vivacity, to such an admirable de. 
gree as Henry Labouchere. I supnose in due 
time St. Louis will have its peep at Jumbo, at 
present the best advertised brute in the world. 

TRASH ON THE STAGE, 

In twelve dramatic seasons which I remem- 
ber in New Yors there has not been so much 
trash onthe metropolitan stage as there has 
been this winter. The best proof of this asser- 
tion lies in thd rare intervals within which the 
men of brains+the men who make New York 
a center of intellect and cleverness besides a 
foeus of speculation and fasnion—have vis- 
ited the theater. Where are the Evartses, 
the Edisons, the Conklings, the Simses, the 
Lierstadts, the Danas, the many other distin 
guished in law, literature, science or art? 
Where are even the solid men of business? 
Only On one occasion were they visibie toa 
noticeable degree, namely,on the Patti nights. 
A man who sees both the busy life of the 
metropolis during the day and its amuse- 
ment in the evening must be 
astonished at the almost continual 
absence from the theaters of the men whose 
names are known as leading representatives of 
our times. Last week we had ‘‘Patience,’’ 
‘*The Pirates,’’ *‘Pinafore,’’ ‘‘Claude Duval,’’ 
‘*Billee Taylor,’’ all together—five ‘‘comic’’ 
operas, which certainly ought to bea suflicient 
dose to the most enthusiastic admirer of this 
class of entertainments. To say that this has 
been a season of musical burlettas and hign- 
spiced melodrama, modified by Patti, would 
be a correct description of it.

But they soon fade, and while 
the English matron, and even ber sister of 
Canada, who leads much the same kind of 
life, is still in her prime, the once beautiful 
Americaine is often a lean, hysterical haunter 
of health resorts. The futureis not a pleas- 
ant prospect. As men of leisure depart from 
the busy multitude itis difficult to see what 
they are to do with their money, 
There is-a limit to the number of greenbacks 
which people can spend on a house, and even 
a modest fortune is cumbersome to carry 
about in diamonds and watch-charms. They 
can, of course, always go to Paris, buta 
Tuileries American, as this hybrid Gaui used - 
to be called in Napoleonic Jays, ceases to be an 
Ameriean, while if, be stays at home, it is 
hard to see how the rich average republican 
is to spend bis money in any other way than 
that which has produced, and is increasing, 
the nervousness ofhis race.

Henry Clay’s Poverty.

Mr. Clay had a iarge and expensive family, 
and he keenly felt his poverty, while he lost 
no opportunity of expressing his gratitude to 
friends, known and unknown, for all kinds of 
favors. The day upon which Mr. Webster 
made his celebrated speech, in March,1850,he 
was highly eulogizing it at dinner, when 
some one asked himif he didn’t think Mr. 
Webster’s influence had been greativ im- 

aired by his aliowing certain wealthy men 
in Massachusetts to settie an annuity upon 
him for abandoning his practice in thv courts 


so as to devote more time to 
public affairs. Mr. Clay re- 
sponded: ‘‘in view of the manner n 


which my note was paid atthe bank ia Ken- 
tucky, I do not think I ought to speak upon 
that subject. With difficulty had I raised 
the money to pay the interest when I went 
tothe bank to ask a renewal. The cashier 
told me I had no note there. lasked him 
what had become of it, and he said he was 
instructed to answer no questions. And 
never baye I been ab‘: to find out who paid 
it; but,’’ turning to Judge Conrad, of New 
Orleans, he said: ‘‘Judge, I always supposed 
vou had something to do with that matter.” 
To which he responded: ‘*‘‘Whether I or 
any one else had anythivg to do with 
the matter, you will never know.” Mr. 
Ciay then said: ‘*In view of my many 
opponents, i am as thankful for the 
secrecy as the money; but, when I am free 
from public life, lam going to insist wpon 
knowing who were such benefretors.” When 
some onc said, “Mr. Clay, your friends will 
never let you be free froia public life,’’ “In 
that view, gentiemen,’’ said he, “bear wit- 
ness to my inexpressibie giatitude to my 
friends, not only for their favor, but for their 
manner of bestowing it,’’ adding that there 
was but one unpleasant thing about it” 
—that it was the only present that he 
had ever receixed that he could not divide 
with bis friends. Here Judge Conrad ob- 
served, “‘That need not trouble you, as you 
had liberally divided the proceeds before you 
gave the note.’’? “You are right,” said; Clay 
‘the note was given 4 egy ge to take up 
the paper of friends which I had indorsed.” 


Tragedy of Longfellow’s Life. 
From the New York Evering Post. 

Before leaving Europe in 1839 he had met, 
in much the manner described in *“*Hyperion,” 
the lady who was destined to be his second 
wife, then Miss Fanny Appleton, daughter of 
the late Nathan Appleton, of Boston. Those 
of us who can recall the second Mrs. Long- 
fellow will never forget her distinguished and 
noble presence, or the rare beauty of “those 
deep, unutterable eyes” the poet sang. It is 
known that his suit was not at first accept- 
able to her, and that she was nce‘ entirely 


gratified at being the recognized theme 
of a romance so highly ==wrought. 
There certainly was some reluct- 
ant delay about the matter, as_ the 
romance was published in 1539, and it was 


not tili July, 1843, that the second marriage 
of Mr. Longfellow took piace. It was to him 
a source of the most unmingled happiness for 
many years, ending at last in a tragedy as in- 
tense and concentrated as ever poet dreamed. 
Oo July 9, 1861, bis idolized wife was burnt 
to death in his very presence, by her clothes 
taking fire, in spite of all efforts to extinguish 
the flames. The shock to Mr. Longfellow was 
so great that for a time it seemed as if reason 
itself was in danger; and, though he came 
gradually backto his aceustomed life and 
pursuits, he seemed thenceforward an oid 
man. Yet he turned again to his work, and 
there was hardly an abatement to his activity 
until within three months of his death.

A Foe to the Bourgeoisie.

At the Seine Assizes yesterday Emile 
Fioron, aged twenty-three, a weaver, Was 
sentenced totwenty years’ hard labor for firing, 
at a doctor at Neuilly. His origina! desiga 
was to assasinate M. Gambetta as a protest 
against middle-class ascendancy. He set out 
on foot from Rheims, last October, with a re- 
volver, and for three days prowled about 
the Palais Bourbon; but M. Gambetta not 
being visible, be resolved to shoot the first 
rich-looking man he met. He accordingly 
tired at Dr. Meymar, whom he did not know, 
but who-wore a foreign :ivcoration, and then 
attempted suicide. Happily, Dr. Meymar’s 
face was merely grazed. The evidence showed 
thatthe prisouer had taken part iostrikes, 
read Socialistic papers, had been dissmissec 
by his employers for sulleness or insubdvurdina- 
tion, and bad determined to kill one of those 
men—M. Gambetta, M. Grevy or M. Ferry, 
for instance—whom he described as fattening 
on the sweat of the masses. He justified iis 
act On the ground that artie.ns hud no other 
weapon against their oppressors. Dr. Las- 
seque pronounced him perfectly save. On 
the sentence being delivered the prisoner ex- 
claimed, ‘*I quite expectedit. You (the jury) 
are all bribed. Vive Revolution Sociale!”

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MABILLE’S RIVAL. 


A Celebrated Paris Pleasure Resort to 
be Closed Forever. 
From the New York World. 

Anotber famous Parisian resort is doomed 
to go the way of Mabille, the Trois Freres 
Provencaux, the Cafe de Foy, Very’s, the 
Rocher de Cancale, Philippe’s, Ravei’s, the 
Cafe Desmares and the Cadran Bleu. The 
Chateau- Rouge is about to disappear and be- 
come a memory like the Vendanges de 
Bourgogne and the Marronniers, favored of 
last century’s belles and beaux, or the balls of 
the Folie de Chartres at Monceaux, of the 
Folie-Beauj%n, of the Tivoli, the Chaumiere, 


the Chateau-des-Fleurs. The Chateau- 
Rouge, which stood beside one of 
the gates of the old city, was the resi- 


dence of Gabrielle d’Estrees, its simple 
style of architecture recalling the pavilion of 
the terrace of Saint-Germain. In 1874 it was 
the headquarters of Joseph Bonaparte and the 
Council of Defense} and they were watching 
the progress of the ailied armies from a win- 
dow on the first story when Marmont’s aide 
brought. word that resistance was useless. 
According to Arsene Houssaye, the Petit 
Moulin Rouge took its name from a little red 
mill,a veritable child’s toy, over the door, 
while another legend makes the fame of the 
claret date from revolutionary days. Mme. 
Tallien, itis said, had her mansion over the 
way, and when a fatal thirteenth guest put in 
his appearance at dinner hour be was con- 
demned to dine at the restaurant. As the fair 
Thermidorian’s dinners were not so good as 
tbose of the cabaret, there was quitea rush 
to be thirteenth, so the Moulin Rouge came 
into vogue. For a long time, says M. 
Houssaye, it remained a mere cabaret de 
barriere, frequented “ton the sly” by fast 
folks, until suddenly it became the fashion to 
go there, and to go there openly. Among 
the femaie habitues were Adelie Page, whose 
story was recently toldinthe Worxid; Anna 
Deslious, Juliette Beau, Mile. Soubise (so 
christened there when she ordered a second 
cotelette Soubise) and a score of the tapa- 
geuses actresses and fashionable demi-mon- 
daines of the time. It was, a lady has written, 
a restaurant fitted iike all other restaurants, 
where a solitary diner would have died of 
ennui, but wherea party determined to be 
joily was sure of ajoily time. The balconies 
of the four stories were evea more frequented 
in the evening than the supper-rooms within, 
and in these latter the waiters made a 
specialty of diplomatic reserve, beiug re- 
nowned for their mysterious whispers and 
their silent and respectful goings and comings 
worthy of Oriental mutes. The Chateau- 
Rouge was the scene of the first banquet of 
the triumphant Romanticists. Towards 11 p. 
m., hath a historian recorded, the survivors 
of the hard-drunk field, Theophile Gautier, 
Auguste Masquet,Petrus Borel, Arsene Hous- 
saye, Gerard de Narval, Auguste de Chattil- 
lon, Edouard Ourliac and others joined hands 
for a triumphal dance round ihe table amid 
shouts of ‘*Vive Hugo!’’ followed by cheers 
for every other word that rhymed with Hugo- 
Visigoth, Osprogoth, Embargo, Vertigo, 
Hidalgo, Fandango, Rodrigo, Arago, and 
—immortal creation, disdained by the 
Academy—Bousingoth; the waiters, 
cook and dame du comptoir, endeavoring 
to quell the riot, were forced to 
enter the circle and dance, and the orgy 
wound up with a mighty bowl of flaming 
punch in which the weaker-headed Roman- 
ticists, resuscitated from beneath the table, 
were compelled to drink pledges to produce 
literary and artistic masterpieces. In 1845 
the Chateau-Rouge was transformed into a 
ball-room and for some time was the fashion- 
able resort of its kind, Mabille being decid- 
ediy democratic. It was there that in 1848 
was held the first of those banquets which 
gave the last shove to the tottering Monarcby 
of July. But thereafter it was never the 
same establishment that it had been in its 
prime. Some compensation may be found in 
the announced intention of a Parisian com- 
pany to purchase Saint Cloud and turn it 
into a gigantic casino.

He 
is often called the poet of the commonplace, 
and this is not an upjust characterization ex- 
cept as the critic’s animus makesitso. Life 
is commonplace, even its worst and best 
features are constantly reproducing them- 
selves, and it has been Longfellow’s gift and 
glory to unite his verse to so many various 
phases of our experience, to associate his 
words with our pleasures and our geriefs. 
The “Voices of the Night” have sounded in 
eur ears, the “Psalm of Life” bas come to 
our rescue repeatediy; even if it be some- 
times recited shallowly in jest, it is always 
inspiriting to say:— 
‘*Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate: 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait.’’ 
Is not this a worthy pilotege for life? Time 
would fail to recall the poems wherein such 
heip as this has been afforded bis fellows by 
this poet. And where the higher fancy is 
stimulated, who offers freer-winged carriage 
than he in the wonderful music of “Sandal- 
phon, the ‘Angel of Prayer”? when 
‘+___* Serene in the rapturous throng, 
Unmovea by the rush of the song, 

Wiih eves unimpassioned aud slow 
Among the dead angels the deathless 
Sandalphon stands listening breathless 

To sounds that ascend trom below.’’

A Habeas Corpus Romance. 
From the Cincinnati Eaquirer. 

_The habeas corpus romance of Wm. H. 
Vassar to recover the possession of his three- 
year-old son,.Alvin Vassar, heldin the Cit 
(Infirmary, was heard before Judge Muxwel 
and proved to be quite interesting and even 
romantic. The plaintiff lives in Greensburg, 
Ind., with his wife and one child. About 
two years ago little Alvin was sent to his 
grandfather in Ripley county, Ind., ona 
visit. Two sisters of Wm. H. Vassar, and 
aunts of the child, were there at the same 
time. On account of some trouble with their 
stepmother they left the paternal roof and 
ce me to Cincinnati, bringing Al- 
Vin with them with the knowl- 
edge of the littie fellow’s mother and father. 
Tbe oldest girl took charge of the boy, but, 
both taking sick at the same time,he was seut 
to the hospital, and subsequently transferred 
to the City Infirmary, Mr. Vassar, the father 
of Alvin, bad two sisters here, but he didn’t 
know their address. The elder sister went 
to Wyoming Territory, and the father and 
mother lost all trace of their child. The 
mother became almost frantic, and spent con- 
siderable money in the search for the lost one. 
Mr. Vassar made a trip to this city to find the 
whereabouts of his sisters, but his efforts 
were unavailing. He heard that the boy 
was in the Decatur county, Indiana, 
Infirmary, but a visit to that institu. 
tion proved the falsity of the re- 
port. Several other clews were foliowed, but 
Alvin was not discovered. On tlie 17th of last 
January Mr. Vassar received a letter from his 
sister Alice, in Cincinnati, ia which she stated 
that the boy was well, and in the Infirmary. 
The address of the sister was given, and on 
last Monday Mr. Vassar came here and went 
out to the lIufirmary, where he deciares he 
was treated with indignity and grossiy in- 
sulted by those in charge. He obtained no 
satisfaction there, and after consulting with 
Cowan & Ferris, attorneys, swore out a writ 
of habeas corpus. he Infirmary claimed 
that Vassar owed the institution $125 for 
board, and they insisted upon the payment of 
this sum before they would surrender the 
child, but Judge Maxwell decided‘in favor of 
the father, and he departed from the Court- 
house with the boy. . 


The Yellowstone Country. 
Milwaukee Special to Chicago Tribune. 

A canvass is being made herein behalf of 
the *‘Northwestern Colony Association,” the 
organization which was formed at Kipon, 
Wis., last August. It numbers 115 members, 
about three-forths of whom are the heads of 
families. About twenty townsin Wisconsin 
are represented in the association, the vil- 
lage of Hartford having fifteen members, 
the city of Oshkosh eighteen, Fond du Lac 
fourteen, and Milwaukee three or four. 
Other States are also represented. Maine 
having eightor ten members, Michigan 
twelve, and [owaaboutten. It is expecied 
to secure 200 members before the association 
closes its books. The officers are all residents 
of Ripon. The Loeating Committee visited 
Montana and Dakota last fall, and upon its 
return, the association voted to settle in the 
Yellowstone Valley in Montana, southwest of 
Miles City, about seventy miles beyond the 

resenttermiaus ofthe Northern Pacific 

ilroad. Theroad will be completed by 
July 1, however, tothe place chosen. The 
Northern Pacitic company gives the society a 
section of land. Within the next three weeks 
the colonists will start for their Eldorado. A 
village will be platted, and each member will 
be entitled to one business and one residence 
lot. Healso becomes an -equal shareholder 
in the proceeds from the lots reserved for 
sale. e opportunity is also givento take 
up Government laud and to buy of the rail- 
road company in the vicinity of the village, 
The membership fee is $20, with which is 
given vouchers that the St. Paul and the 
Northern Pacific Railroads leading to the 
Yellowstone Valley will make specially re« 
duced rates on transportation, including per- 
son and goods. Many of the colonists have 
provided themselves with tents, agricultural 
implements, mechanics’, tools, seedie 
etc.

THE Coroner’s Jury at St. Joseph, called to 
sit upon the corpse of Colonel JESSE JAMEs, 
returned a verdict vesterday to the effect that 
the outiaw came to his death at the hands of 
the Forp boys. This finding commits the 
young men as murderers. Of course they 
have the assurance of the State authorities 
that they will not be held answerable to law. 
Nevertheless it seems to us that it will be nee- 
essary to try them on the charge of murder. 
If convicted the Governor can pardon them, 
and this is probably the process to be carried 
out. We must repeat emphatically what we 
said yesterday touching this affair. The kill- 
ing of JAMES—outlaw, miscreant and scoun- 
dre] that he was—was a treacherous, cowardly 
act and a disgrace to the State authorities who 
connived at it. The Forp boys took the 
creature’s life in cold blood and for gain. It 
would bave been an easy matter for them to 
secure a posse and capture the bandit alive, 
but this would have involved a distribution 
of the reward and some personal risk. There 
is nothing to show that they could not 
have bound the desperado in his sleep 
or lassoed himin an unguarded moment and 
turned him over to the authorities alive. 
They preferred to take no chances and so they 
blew out the brains of their friend when 
his back was turned, and entered their 
claim for the $10,000 reward while the bouy 
was stillwarm.

HOTELS AND BUTCHERS, 


How the New, York Caravansaries 
ke Money Nowadays. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


I was speaking tosome hotel men yester- 
day, who gave me a curious insight into ho- 
tel-keeping of the present day. One of them 
said: “Do you know thatthe butchers have 
made the fortunes of all tne hotel men in New 
York City?” I did not knowit. 

“Why,” said he, “the butchers who sell. 
meat on credit to these hotél-keepers are 
abler menthan they are. These fancy hotel- 
keepers are a very superficial class, and by 
mixiog with men of position and wealth at 
their counters they often get rank themselves 
as very able and polished persons. There is 
hardly one ofthem that would be on his feet 
but for the plain, matter-of-fact butcher,who 
started his credit. Thrre is not a hotel-keep- 
er who ever established a hotel in New York 
that did not have togoin debt for his peef, 
which is the largest expenditure,next to rent, 
that is to be made. When Hawk came to New 
Yogk from Chicago, and took the St. Nichol- 
as Hote! he could not pay for his meat. When 
Daw took the Astor House he had nothing. 
Walton came to the St. James a broken man. 
Breslin had not a cent when he took the Gil- 
sey. Hotchkiss was worth less than nothing 
when he started the St. James. The butchers 
maintained these men till they could make a 
business; and although the hotel-keepers 
have made money for several years past, 
their butchers mky have made more.,’’ 

‘*How much is the beef bill at am average 
hotel! in New York ?’’ 

“Well, a hotel like the St. James mav have 
a beef bill of $1,500 a month. The Bruns- 
wick will run, perbaps, up to $3,000. There 
ia hardly one of these hotel men who knows 
how to make any computation on _ his beef, 
ana he has to accept the prices put at him by 
his butcher. You see, the butcher knows 
what the beef cost on the hoof, and can com- 
pute from that the value of the cuttings, ribs, 
ete.

The telegraphic} information that the no- 


torious Dick Little had confessed his crimes 
and divulged the secrets of the James crowd, 
was quite sufficient to excite the people of 
Jackson county, for, if the information is 
correct, it means a speedy dissolution of 


the guerrilla gang which for twen- 
ty-two years has disgraced the State 
ot Missouri. The singular fidelity of the citi- 


zens of Independence and Kansas City to the 
James boys and their confreres has never 
been understood, but it should be remembered 
that in the cruel border warfare from 1860 to 
1864 the guerrillas zealously defended the peo- 
ple of Jackson county from the tyranny aud 
oppression of the unbridledFederai forces that 


made frequent raids from Khansas 
for the purpose of plunder and 
murder.

the war it was a debt of gratitude, but the out-

In April, 1863, Frank and Jesse James 
becagne attached to the Quantrell gang. 
Frank was then 18 years ofage and Jesse 16, 
but both deadly shots and intrepid fighters. 

Even 
in their manhood they have worn no beard, 
and were known by their prominent noses,
